PLANS OF LYNCHERS 
WERE CAREFULLY MADE 
Albany, Ga., January 21.—Forty or 
fifty men, acting with precision indic- 
ative of carefully laid plans, took five 
negroes from the Worth county jail at 
Sylvester. last night, carried them in 
automobiles to Lee county and hanged 
them all to one limb of a tree close by 
the side of the principal road leading 
into Starkville. The negroes were being 
held in the Worth county jail in con- 
nection with the killing of Sheriff More- 
land, of Lee county, who met his death 
at the hands of negroes.in Worth coun- 
‘ty during the Christmas holidays. Stark- 
ville is a hamlet 3 miles from Leesburg, 
the county seat of Lee county. 
Cutting all wires leading north from 
- Sylvester was included in the plans of 
the party: For that reason the fate of 
‘the. negroes’ was not definitely known 
until today, hours after they had been 
lynched. They were quickly taken from 
the jail, loaded into automobiles and 
Started north, but nothing more than 
that was known for some time.

Baseball Became National 


Game 59 Years Ago Today 


By “Gravy.” 
Today marks the rn of the 
ra — year of 8 as 3 really 
pas e. t eae on January 
22, 1807, that a meeting was held in 
New York at which the National As- 
sociation B 2. 


eague was 
organized in New York and vicinity— 
the first baseball league in history. 
That same y the Trimountain club 
nized in Boston, being the first 
of the New England clubs to play the 
New York game, althou — there were 
many clubs in that se N a 
somewhat different sort of b 
At the New York convention the code 
of baseball rules drawn up in 1845 was 
8 with one notable exception. 
The change wae to the effect that nine 
netitute a game, and 
ig ae reatest num- 
u e declared the vic-

of twenty-one “aces,” or runs. The 
nine- chapter contest adopted in 1857 
has remained in vogue ever since.

Basebal 
then being played in nearly every 
in the east, and in 1860 the Excelsiors 
of Brooklyn made the first important 
baseball tour, by pega teams in Al- 
bany, Troy, o, Rochester and 
Newbure. The B Brooklynites also vis- 
ited Philadelphia and Baltimore, and 
introduced the real article in baseball 
to the fans of those cities. 

The civil war put a temporary stop 
to the progress of the game, Dut in 
1865 the national convention had dele- 
gates from Louisville, Leavenworth, St. 
Louis and several Canadian cities. 
Fifty years ago, in 1866, there were 
287 clubs in “organized” amateur base- 
ball, which was then and henceforth 
a truly international pastime.
